The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  was  formed  in  1933 
with  the  object  of  co-ordinating  local  hospital  services,  so  that  each  con¬ 
stituent  hospital  might  be  enabled  to  fulfil  the  function  for  which  it  is  best 
equipped,  without  wasteful  overlapping  and  duplication.  The  Board 
includes  representatives  not  only  of  voluntary  hospitals  but  also  of  local 
authorities,  medical  services,  and  contributory  and  provident  schemes  in 
the  area. 

During  1940  the  Berks,  Bucks  and  Oxon  Regional  Hospitals  Council 
was  formed,  and  is  recognised  by  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust 
as  the  body  representative  of  hospital  services  in  these  three  counties.  The 
Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  is  one  of  the  three  Divisional 
Councils  included  in  this  Council.  The  progress  which  is  being  made  towards 
the  provision  of  a  planned  hospital  service  in  Oxford  and  the  surrounding 
district  has  recently  been  the  subject  of  favourable  comment  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  by  Lord  Sankey  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Voluntary  Hos¬ 
pitals  Commission  appointed  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association. 

The  Oxford  and  District  Joint  Hospitals’  Board  has  during  1942  kept 
continuously  under  review  the  services  available  in  the  area  which  it  serves, 
and  has  reported  on  the  need  for  the  provision  of  further  accommodation. 

The  hospitals  associated  with  the  Board  have  also  derived  financial 
benefit,  particularly  as  a  result  of  contributions  received  from  Local 
Authorities  and  of  the  Special  Efforts  organised  in  association  with  the  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme.

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REPORT 

1.  — The  Committee  report  that  on  ist  January,  1942,  there  were  four 
patients  in  Hospital  and  137  in-patients  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  14 1  who  received  treatment.  Of  these,  96  were  discharged 
as  cured,  25  were  relieved,  6  treated,  5  died,  and  9  remained  in  Hospital 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  was  15.4  days. 

The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  5.9. 

The  average  cost  per  in-patient  per  day  was  11/id. 

Of  the  in-patients  the  number  of  medical  cases  was  51,  surgical  cases 
35,  accidents  17,  and  dental  38. 

The  total  number  of  operations  performed  was  43.  Of  these  4  were 
surgical,  1  accident  and  38  dental. 

The  number  of  out-patients  treated  in  1942  was  255,  and  the  total 
number  of  attendances  1340.  The  number  of  operations  was  91. 

2.  — In  the  interests  of  War  time  economy  the  Committee  have  again 
somewhat  curtailed  this  Report  for  1942. 

3.  — A  Statement  of  Income  and  Expenditure  will  be  found  printed  in 
this  Report  showing  a  balance  in  hand  of  ^207  13s.  od.  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  together  with  Statements  of  the  Deposit  and  Children’s  Fund  Accounts. 

4.  — The  Committee  express  their  gratitude  to  all  those  whose  names 
appear  in  the  list  of  Donations,  and  they  are  also  most  grateful  to  Mr. 
W.  H.  Cook  for  proceeds  of  his  Weighing  Machine  Box,  and  to  the  late 
Mr.  Tyler,  of  The  Swan  Hotel,  Radcot,  for  collections  from  his  Bathing 
Box.  The  Committee  much  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Tyler, 
who  far  many  years  had  helped  the  Hospital  in  this  way. 

5- — At  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  Canon  W.  J.  Dennis  was  appointed 
on  the  General  Committee  in  succession  to  Rev.  M.  W.  Shewell  who  has 
left  Faringdon.  The  Committee  record  their  appreciation  of  the  services  on 
the  Committee  of  Rev.  M.  W.  Shewed  and  accepted  his  resignation  with 
regret. 

6. — The  Committee  report  with  grateful  thanks  the  receipt  of  a  legacy 
of  £20  (less  legacy  duty)  under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Yates 
King.  This  has  been  placed  to  the  Deposit  Account. 

7-  — The  Committee  also  most  gratefully  acknowledge  that  a  sum  of 
£ r , 000  3%  Savings  Bonds  1955-63  has  been  invested  by  the  Faringdon  and 
District  Warships  Week  Committee  in  the  names  of  Major  West,  Mr.  D.  W. 
Lansdown  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Bartlett,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  by 
the  Cottage  Hospital.  The  Warship  Committee  have  resolved  that  when 
this  holding  is  redeemed  by  the  Government,  the  capital  sum  received  will 
be  handed  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Faringdon  Cottage  Hospital  to  be 
used  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  in  any  way  the  Trustees  may  think  desir¬ 
able. 

The  Hospital  Committee  much  appreciate  this  gesture  of  the  Faringdon 
Warship  Week  Committee. 

8-  — The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Ambulance  Committee  for  the 
year  1942  : — 

“  The  year  1942  saw  very  considerable  changes  in  the  operations  of  the 
Faringdon  and  District  Ambulance,  mainly  caused  by  war  conditions. 
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The  difficulty  of  maintaining  a  continuous  day  and  night  service  of 
voluntary  drivers  became  acute  and  the  Committee  decided  to  appoint  a 
whole-time  day  driver  with  voluntary  drivers  acting  as  reserves  during  the 
day-time  with  practically  speaking  no  calls  and  taking  all  night  duties.  By 
this  means  the  voluntary  drivers  took  duty  for  a  fortnight  each  instead  of 
a  week  and  halved  the  number  of  drivers  required. 

We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  as  a  day-time  driver  of 
Miss  Janet  Coleing,  who  has  rendered  the  Committee  admirable  service,  and 
had  actually  taken  out  the  Ambulance  ioo  times  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  calls  answered  during  1942  was  122,  made  up  of 
95  medical,  16  accident  and  11  Public  Assistance,  with  a  total  mileage 
driven  of  4,295  miles.  This  was  rather  less  than  in  1941,  the  difference  being 
that  20  less  road  accidents  occurred,  the  medical  and  Public  Assistance  calls 
being  exactly  the  same. 

The  Ambulance  Schemes  have  been  well  supported  and  the  member¬ 
ship  has  been  somewhat  increased.  48  of  the  122  calls  were  for  members 
of  the  Schemes,  an  increase  01  13  on  1941. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Committee  is  exceedingly  sound  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  now  paying  for  more  services  rendered.  ^500,  the 
original  cost  of  the  Ambulance,  is  now  invested  in  3%  Defence  Bonds,  and 
the  condition  of  the  Ambulance  is  such  that  it  should  have  at  least  a  further 
five  years’  life. 

The  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  voluntary  drivers,  collec¬ 
tors,  and  Mrs.  Clack  and  her  helpers,  for  their  very  efficient  work  during 
the  year,  to  whose  efforts  the  continued  successful  operation  of  the  Ambu¬ 
lance  work  of  the  district,  is  in  no  small  measure  due.” 

The  Hospital  Committee  again  wish  to  express,  their  great  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  thanks  to  the  Subscribers,  Voluntary  Drivers,  the  Ambulance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  to  all  those  concerned  with  the  Ambulance,  for  their  valuable 
and  efficient  work. 

9.  — The  Committee  also  express  their  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  those 
who  gave  their  services  and  support  to  the  Pound  Day.  A  sum  of  ^38  2s.  7d. 
was  realised  by  Collections  and  Donations,  and  many  gifts  in  kind  were 
sent  to  the  Hospital. 

10.  — The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  members  of 
the  V.A.D.  for  their  valuable  work  at  the  Hospital,  especially  those  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  given  their  services  while  the  nursing  staff  have  been  on 
holidays,  thereby  saving  the  necessity  of  having  to  engage  temporary  staff. 

11.  — The  full  equipment  for  the  Physical  Medical  Service  has  since  the 
close  of  the  year  been  installed  at  the  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  ^72  9s.  od.,  of 
which  the  Joint  Hospitals  Boards  have  contributed  ^35. 

12.  — The  Committee  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Medical  Staff 
for  their  valuable  services,  and  to  the  Matron  and  Staff  who  carry  out  their 
duties  with  marked  efficiency,  to  Mr.  Fitz  for  kindly  auditing  the  Accounts, 
and  to  Mr.  Abel  for  voluntarily  winding  the  clocks  at  the  Hospital. 

13.  — The  Committee  again  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  splendid 
services  of  the  Voluntary  Aid  Committee  in  Faringdon  and  neighbourhood. 
Contributions  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Scheme  have  been  well  maintained. 

14.  — The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  the 
Clergy  and  Ministers  of  all  denominations,  and  the  Subscribers  and  Donors 
for  their  help,  and  all  those  who  by  their  gifts  and  interest  have  helped  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.
